From the general doBiro prevailing 
for ioformation as to tho prociee na- 
ture of the negotiations for tho trans- 
fer of tho Northwest territory, we 
gladly give the latest news reooivod 
upon the matter, and whioh may bo 
fairly considered uatisfaotory, aK 
though there is a Blight diflferenoo ex- 
isting asjo the transfer to Canada, 
anil the compensation to ihe Hudson 
BayCoinpaay. *' The c[aestion re> 
spooling tho Hudson Bay territory 
stands thus: The two Canadian 
Chambers have addroHSod the Crown, 
under soo. 147 of tho Canada Confed- 
eration Act of last your, to annex, by 
an Order in Council, Kuport'a Land 
and tho V7cstorn territory, to tho Do- 
minion , and this tho Crown is bound 
•sodcr '.b.^ «t.vingont terms 

of tho Act to do, on roooiviug that ad- 
dress." Two matters remain to bo ar^ 
ranged, and may possibly give rise 
to^diflaonlty ; first, tho question of 
oo'inpensation for tho oxtinotion of 
BUOh rights as the Hudson Bay Ccm^ 
pany.are acknowledged to possoas; 
and, secondly, the claims of tho Com- 
pany to the Western territory. The 
Canadian Government insist that, un.. 
der.tho terms of the AoS;.. wnexation 
shall take place flrat, and oompensa'. 
tion be disouBsed afterwards j while 
tho Company naturally (prefer to ar- 
rango tho compensation before tho 
Order in Council issues. Again Can* 
ada contends that tho "Western ter- 
ritory bad belonged to Franco until 
after tho Treaty of Qaobec in llOi, and 
could not have been included in tho 
charter of Charles II., dated 1670, 
which assigned to tho Company iiu- 
port'e Land, then only in possession 
of tho English Crown. Mr. Addorly 
stated but rrcently that tho new 
gotifttions were not in a condition to 
justify him in stating eiluor their na- 
tnrei'dr, their progress."

The folIowiDR is the text of this much- 
debated measure : — 
" A Bill to'prevent, for a limited time, 

KEW APPOINTMENTS IN TON ChDBCH OF 
InBIiANq, AND TO RB8IBA1K, FOB THE 
SAME PERIOD, IN CERTAIN RESPECTS, THE 
PR00EED1NG8 OF TUE ECCLESIASTICAL 
COMMISSIONKIIS FOR IlUiLAND, 

Whereas Her Majesty has been graci- 
ously pleased to signify that she has placed 
at tiiu disposal of Parliamoat for the pur- 
poses of legislation during the present 
Session her ijiterest in tho temporalities 
of tho several jirchbishoprics, biaboprics, 
and other ecclesiastical dignities and 
benefices in Ireland, and in the custody 
thereof : 

And whereas itjia expedient to provont 
tho creation of new, personali laterests in 
the Established OhDrch in Ireland 
through tho exercise of any public patron» 
ago, and to restrain in certain respects 
tiic powers of the EcciosiaBtical CommiS" 
sioner.s for Ireland : 

Bo it therefore enacted by the Queen's 
most Excellent Mujesty, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Oommons, in tBls pre* 
sent rnrliament assembled, and by' the 
autliority of the same, as follows ; — 

1. In case of the vacancy of any aroh- 
bislioi)i'ic or bishopric, or of any ecclesias- 
tical dignity or beneGce in Ireland in the 
gift of Her Majesty, or to which any 
Archbishop, Bishop, or other Ecclesiasti- 
unl Corporation as such, or any trustee or 
crustC'Oo' iicui>g hi It piwTic cqjuo'ily, uitd 
or slial! he entitled to presenter appoint, 
it .sliall not bo lawful to appoint any per- 
son to sMi'CL'p.d to Eucli archbishopric, 
bishopric, dignity, or beneiico, and upon 
the happening of such vacaucy tho man- 
agement and receipt of the rents and pro- 
fits of all the lands, tithes, and other 
emoliuucnts ajjpertaining to such arch- 
bishopric, bishopric, dignity, or benoBco, 
shall be transferred to and vested in the 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners for Ireland 
subject to all charges legally afifecting the 
same, and the said Cojpmi?,sioners shall 
have |)ower to grant renewals and do all 
other acts which may bo necessary for the 
duo and projicr management thereof, and 
shall cause tho same and tho proceeds 
thereof to be kept distinct from all other 
funds, to be disposed of in such manner 
as Parliament shall direct. 

2. In case of the vacaooy of any arch« 
l)isliopric or bishoi)ric, tlio person design- 
ated l)y the 3lst, section of the 3d and 
4th William IV., chapter 37, to execute 
the powers of tliO said Act during snch 
vacaucy, shall be the guardian of the 
spiritualities of such archbishopric or 
bisliO[)ric; and in case of the vacancy of 
any beneiico with cure of soals, all the 
power.s and authorities granted by the 
initli soctiou of the said Act for stipply- 
ing the spiritual wants of suspended bene- 
fices shall apply and be exercised in 
respect of such vacant ^ benefice by the 
same persons and in the same manner as 
therein directed, provided that in regula- 
ting tlie salary of tho officiating minister 
regard shall be had to tho nature and 
extent of the duties to be discharged. 

8. It shall not be lawful for the Ecclfts- 
iastical Commissioners for Ireland to 
raako any new grant for tho building, re* 
building, or enlarging of any church or 
chapel, or for the buildiug of any glebe 
hoii.so, or the nugnientatiou of any bene- 
fiee, or the maiuteuunce of any minister, 
or the purchase ot aoy bousoi land, or 
titbo rent charge. 

4. Every person who shall ho appointed 
to any lay olHce in connexion with the 
Established Church in Ireland , after the 
passing of ihiri Act shall hold the office 
subject to the pleasure of Parliament. 

5, This Act shall continue in force 
until the first day of Aneust, one tbous- 
aad eiehthundred and' sixtYMUine.'''

The cBtemony wos one of solemnity 
and interest, nor is il liktJljir thafttibBe ' who 
took part in il can soon Ipse the memory ot 
the pious work of ''settioK apart this special 
place, nbeie the bodies of tbe gallant aeameo

Tbe Bishop, oooompanied by the Dean 
and Arcbdoaoon, was received on hia arrival 
at tbo gate ot the burial ground by Roverends
